The  chronic  sick  and  aged  are  generally  cared  for 
at  home  by  relatives,  with  the  help  of  the  District  Nurse, 
but  sometimes  the  complexity  of  the  nursing  required  is  such 
that  hospital  care  becomes  necessary.  In  a few  instances, 
the  patient  is  confused  in  mind  and  is  not  fully  aware  of 
this  need.  In  such  cases  it  is  seldom  necessary  to  resort 
to  compulsory  powers  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948 j 
Section  47 > every  such  cass  in  the  past  year  has  been 

dealt  with  by  gentle  persuasion.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  sixteenth  Annual 
Eeport,  which  deals  with  the  work  carried  out  during  I96I, 


From  the  be  inning  of  June  the  department  (along 
with  the  Health  Departraerts  of  the  City  of  Nottingham  and 
the  Beeston  Urban  District  Council)  cooperated  in  a survey 
conducted  by  the  Medical  Eesearch  Council  on  the  distribution 
of  all  the  viruses  which  can  readily  be  identified  in  the 
bowel  of  nor ami  children. 

The  survey  which  continued  till  June  I962  is 
expected  to  provide  much  valuable  information  and  to  be  well 
worth  the  considerable  time  and  effort  it  has  entailed. 

Apart  from  this  survey  there  w.as  no  significant 
variation  in  the  general  pattern  of  the  work  of  the  Department 
from  the  previous  year.  Steady  progress  has  been  made  with 
slum  clearance  and  routine  duties  have  continued  to  receive 
attention.  These  are  commented  upon  in  detail  under  appropriate 
headings  in  the  body  of  the  Eeport, 
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COmADITS  During  the  year  6O9  complaints  were  received  all  of 
dealt  with  as  occasion  warranted.

Good  progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  the  Council's 
Slum  clearance  programme,  6?  Demolition  Orders  being  made.  Houses 
demolished  totalled  49  end  this  number  included  2 houses  which 
were  the  subject  of  Closing  Orders. 

From  the  end  of  the  War  to  the  year  1954  the  housing 
problem  was  such  that  the  Council  found  it  possible  to  deal  only 
with  a very  limited  number  of  dwellings  by  closure  or  demolition.

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  methods  of  refuse 
collection  and  disposal,  A weekly  collection  has  been  maintained 
and  disposal  is  by  '’controlled”  tipping.

hitherto  100^  inspection  has  hoen  maintained  though 
this  has  involved  some  work  hy  the  Inspectorial  staff  outside 
normal  duty  hours,  though  fortunately,  hy  cooperation  of  the  trade, 
not  nearly  to  the  same  extent  as  occurred  a year  or  two  ago. 


Once  again  there  has  been  a significant  fall  in  the 
incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  the  bovine  animals  inspected.  The  peroontage 
of  co\/s  axfected  was  O.4I  and  othor  cattle  0,87  and  experience 
indicates  that  the  figures  may  well  be  lower  for  I962. 


The  progressive  effect  of  the  "tuberculosis  eradication 
scheme"  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  of  Fisheries  and  Food  is  well 
illustrated  by  the  steady  fall  in  the  incidence  of  the  disease  in 
the  animals  inspected  during  the  years  1954  “■  I960*  The  relevant
